Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  first 
Annual  Report  upon  your  Sanitary  District,  for  the 
year  1913. 

I beg  to  remind  you  that  my  appointment  is 
dated  from  22nd  September,  1913,  though  previously  I 
had  acted  as  temporary  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from 
the  date  of  the  death  of  my  late  lamented  predecessor. 
Dr.  J.  C.  Reynolds  Robinson  on  28th  July,  1913. 

My  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  earlier 
part  of  the  year  is  based  entirely  upon  the  records  of  it 
that  have  come  into  my  possession. 

The  area  of  your  District  is  79,742  acres,  and  I 
estimate  the  present  population  as  19,934  Table  i.)

During  the  year  2,733  houses  have  been  inspected, 
and  a close  examination  of  Table  V.  will  indicate  the 
thorough  and  valuable  investigation  which  has  been 
made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  This  work  has 
largely  increased  in  amount  upon  that  done  in  previous 
years. 

My  own  experience  fells  me  that  the  Housing 
problem  is  one  ot  the  most  difficult  to  meet  ; personal 
visits  have  impressed  me  with  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  houses  are  short  of  the  standard  of  accommodation 
necessary  to  health,  and  the  working  classes  lament 
that  they  cannot  obtain  more  suitable  dwellings  in  the 
district.  The  only  remedies  are  the  reconstruction  or 
re-building  of  suitable  cottages  existing,  and  the  build- 
ing of  new  cottages.

There  is  at  present  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the 
District.  Owing  to  the  wideness  of  the  District  and 
comparative  sparse  population,  the  Zymotic  diseases 
are  well  controlled  immediately  notification  takes  place. 

I strongly  endorse  the  opinion  held  by  my 
predecessor  as  to  the  urgent  and  grave  need  for 
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surgical  wards,  operating  room  and  appliances.  Your 
District  is  unusual  in  that  no  sucU  accommodation  is 
to  be  found  in  it,  and  the  nearest  large  hospital  is  at  a 
dangerously  long  distance,  from  the  point  of  view  of 
treatment  for  urgent  cases.

The  serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  Moulton 
accounts  for  13  of  the  cases  under  that  heading.  The 
spread  of  the  disease  was  traced  back  to  one  “ Carrier  ” 
case,  and  emphasized  the  danger  of  such  cases,  and  the 
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great  value  of  systematic  bacteriological  examination  of 
suspects  that  has  been  instituted  in  your  district. 

The  decided  fall  in  the  number  of  notifications 
received  of  Tuberculosis  disease  is  to  be  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  in  igi2  were  received  notifications  of 
all  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  district.  Many  of  these 
cases  of  course  were  of  long  standing.  The  disease  has 
been  recognised  as  present  in  8 fresh  cases,  during  the 
past  year  {vide  Table  II). 

A leaflet  regarding  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is 
being  distributed  in  your  district.  It  affords  valuable 
advice  to  the  sufferers,  and  general  information  for  the 
prevention  of  the  disease.
